The Associated 
Students will receive 40% of the 
reyenue over $550 trom the con-

Council turned down the pro- 
posal last week when it appeared 
that they might lose money due 
to expenses estimated at $110 
Under the new terms the ASSSC 
will pay out of their 
share only if the revenue is suf- 
ficient to cover them, thereby 
eliminating the possibility of the 
Associated Students losing money.

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Honorary Still Needed 


“Fast action is recommended to the faculty-student 
committee on scholarships which is reported to be consider- 
ing the possibility of establishing scholastic honorary s0- 
cieties on campus,” said a Hornet editorial of March 19, 
1954. 

Today, November 18, 1955, Sacramento State College 
has no scholastic honorary society,

“The absence of a scholastic honorary organization is a 
definite detriment to the college, especially now that a full 
program of lower divison work has been established,” said 
The Hornet during the first year SSC had established a 
lower division program. 

Now. in its third year as a full four-year college, SSC, 
more than ever, should establish an honorary organization 
tu give the credit due its outstanding students. 

Each semester a dean's list is published, listing the top 
ten per cent of the students, but this is little recognition for 
the scholastic achievement of these students. 

The campus honorary societies, Gold Key and Silver 
Key, which recognizes the most outstanding in activities, 
both scholastic and exira-curricular; Alpha Phi Gamma, na- 
tional honorary journalistic fraternity; Alpha Psi Omega, 
national honorary drama fraternity; and Green and Gold, 
lettermen’'s society, are not enough. 

Scholastic achievement is worthy of recognition. In 
early 19514 the move for a scholastic society was called late. 
More than a year and a half later action has not been taken. 
Before the end of this college year, the ninth in the history 
of SSC. formation of such a group can and should be com- 
pleted. 


Drive Study Suggested 


Several activities throughout the day and during the 
evening today will climax Sacramento State College's annual 
World University Service fund drive. 








As this year's drive ends a serious study of whether 
or not SSC should continue to sponsor it each year should 
be conducted. It has been the policy of the college to spon- 
sor only one fund-raising drive each semester. 

Several times, in the past, students have suggested a 
drive to raise money for the proposed Student Union. Each 
time the suggestion came up it was defeated because two 
fund-raising drives had already been planned. 

Now is the time to change next fall's drive, A Student 
Union is definitely needed on campus, as ev idenced by the 
crowded condition of the cafeteria, the lack of meeting 
rooms, and the converting of the student lounge for class- 
room use. 

Students must do their pert to support the move for a 
Student Union and a fund-raising drive is the first step.

TARMO PASTO 


Professor Reports 
Faculty, Students 
Differ World Over 


Dr. Tarmo S. Pasto, professor 
of art and winner of the Ful- 
bright Award for the present 
school year, reports from the 
University of Helsinki that while 
school is the same all over the 
world, students and faculty def- 
initely are not. 

Speaking as a visiting profes- 
sor in the Finnish university, 
Pasto says that foreign students 
and faculty seem to be both more 
cosmopolitan and urbane than 
their American counterparts, “I 
recently attended a party spon- 
sored by some Swedish  stu- 
dents,” Pasto wrote. “The stu- 
dents greeted us in English, then

As the curtain falls on Sacrameato State’s second foot- 
ball season, some folks are in sack cloth and ashes because 
it is also the second consecutive season without a Far West- 
ern Conference win. 

It may be trite to say this, but a football team, like 
Rome, isn’t built in a day. Actually this year’s Hornet team 
is not as unsuccessful as some people would have us believe, 

Let’s look at the record, comparing some 1954 statistics 
with those ot 1955. 

The final tabulation shows that in a seven game 1954 
schedule the Hornets scored only 40 points. In the eight 
game 1955 season Hornets scored 70 points, The first season 
average Hornet score was s'x poluts per game, Second sea- 
son's average was almost nine points. 

Looking at the opponent's scores we find that in 1954 
they ran up a total of 216 points in seven games. In 1955 
the opponents ran up only 176 points in eight games. Aver- 
age opponents score for 1954 was 30 points, and this was 
reduced by eight to 22 points in 1955, Furthermore, there 
was an increase in attendance and interest this year. 

A team’s success cannnot really be measured in wins, or 
attendance either, It includes more than that. To make an 
evaluation one would have had to been around in the fall of 
5%, State’s last year without a football team. Esprit de 
corps has been enhanced and freshmen more quickly begin 
to identify with the college. These values are not tangible, 
but they are none the less, important 

Prospects for next year are better. Almost the whole 
aq%ad is coming back, and the veterans will have the help of 
a new crop of freshmen and junior college transfers. 

Eleven beefy boys and an assistant professor of physi- 
cal education do not make a winning football team. Boys 
who have wanted to play in the past have gone to other 
achools. Chico’s Bob Gloyd, Gary Adams, and Mike Adams 
are all from Sacramento. 

Cal Agzies’ ace end, Don Donsing, plus Bob Warren, 
Paul Drew, Lorin Johnson, Louis Fugazi, and Mel Voos are 
from the Sacramento area. As more and more teachers and 
coachea from SSC take their places in the community, and 
the Hornets become better known in sports circles, more 
athletes will be attracted.
